gorgeous colors and hues, a scene of 
splendor beyond description. 

This vision lasted but a moment, 
when the moon, as by magic,’ 
changed all to 1 silver, and in its soft 
light we descehded to the music of 
mountain streams, on their way aid¬ 
ed and directed by the hand of man, 
to change the wilderness be'ow into 
a veritable paradise. One feels the 
exaltation of the very air at this 
great elevation, a mile above the sea 
level. The powers are enlarged and 
distance seems annihilated. 

Sunday we drove through Manitou 
and the Garden of the Gods. Its 
wonderful variety of grotesque and 
peculiar formations with their rich 
coloring, kept one’s eye and brain 
occupied, and that much used word 
frenzied seemed to explain nature s 
mood when this garden was created. 
I think Dante’s Inferno would be 
more appropriate. Some scientist, 
recently, using his imagination, gave 
an interesting account of the condi¬ 
tion which produced these wonders, 
and the heat of the "firey furnace” in 
comparison would be like Peary’s 
Arctic winter. 

One glance at the mountain side 
where every tree, seen striving under 
difficulties often, to grow upright, 
tells the story that not frenzy, but 
law and order rules the realms of 
nature. Our ride continued over 
beautiful avenues and parks, which 
the public spirit and- generosity of 
General Palmer, Colorado’s patron 
saint, has made possible. Even this 
meagre description of our visit to 
this gem, Colorado Springs, en¬ 
circled by mountains, would be in¬ 
complete without’ mention of its 
beautiful and artistic hotel. The 
Antlers, with its spacious park and 
unsurpassed view from its many win¬ 
dows. It was with reluctance lhat 
we left Colorado Springs so full of 
interest, but our race with the sun 
must be resumed, although we here, 
like Joshua of old, tried to hold the 
sun back, not by command, but by 
turning back our watches. Our 
next stop was to be Salt Lake City, 
and the first important city on our 
way was Pueblo, the “Pittsburg of 
the West,” and to one who has seen 
the real thing, the name at once sug¬ 
gests itself. 

AT PUEBLO. 

The chimneys and smoke-stacks 
of the smelters are as thick as the 
trees of the forest, putting forth their 
clouds of black smoke as they trans¬ 
mute the crude ores into refined gold 
and silver. Soon after passing Can¬ 
on City, we entered the Grand Can¬ 
on of the Arkansas, which in its nar¬ 
rowest part is called the Royal 
Gorge. ■ We were giad to change tQ 
an observation car, where we had an 
unobstructed view of this high Way, 
towering far above us, and often 
overhanging our very track. The 
rocky wall rose nearly 3,000 feet and 
at times. So completely were we hem¬ 
med in, that the sky seemed like a 
blue ribbon above our heads. So 
narrow is the Way that a long iron 
bridge hangs suspended from the 
smooth sides of the mighty walls 
through which we passed. At this 
point one is impressed with the over¬ 
whelming grandeur and beauty rdf? 
the mountains, The river alone, 


then drove over the city, he telling 
me many interesting facts about 
Brigham Young, with whom he had 
a long acquaintance. On leaving 
him I said: “Yfou have told me the 
number of your children, how ma-y 
grandchildren have you?” With a 
twinkle of humor in his eye, he said: 
“As you leave on the 8 p. m. train, I 
have not time to figure them up.”

SAI.T LAKE CITY. 

We reached Salt Lake City during 
the night, and nature’s alarm clock, 
the faithful chanticleer, called me to 
rise with the sun. The vision that 
greeted my eyes far surpassed my ex¬ 
pectations. Truly beautiful for situ¬ 
ation is this Mount Zion of Mormon 
dom. 

The rays of the sun were just light¬ 
ing the range of the Wasatch moun¬ 
tains and soon shone on the great 
Temple, lighting up ils magnificent 
proportions, which is said to be a 
close second to St. Patrick’s ca¬ 
thedral in New York. Near it is 
the Tabernacle with its roof in one 
unbroken arch, supported by columns, 
the second largest self-sustaining 
dome on the continent and contain¬ 
ing one of the finest organs in the 
world. 

The Temple is only used by the 
-officials, all public meetings being 
held in the Tabernacle, which holds 
xo,ooo people. The acoustics are 
perfect. The voice of the speaker 
comes to one as from the upper air 
and not from the platform where he 
stands. 

The organ concert was something 
to remember. The vox humana stop 
was marvellous and so nearly re¬ 
sembles human voices that it was 
startling. The pipes were of wood 
and so mellow with age, was said to 
be the reason. This effect could 
not be produced by metal pipes. 
Salt Lake City is laid.out in perfect 
squares and large Lombardy poplars 
adorn the streets which are 120 feet 
wide. From the mountain flows a 
pure stream of water on each side of 
thej streets, keeping the trees fresh 
and green. So clear do these 
wateis flow that in the spring trout 
are 'often seen brought down from 
the mountains. Unlike our poplars 
no dead branches appear, and in 
their stately forms, they harmonize 
well with the catheckal spires, all 
combining to give a unique and 
impressive individuality to this won¬ 
derful city. 

We went down to Saltair beach, 
the great salt lake, a ride of twelve 
miles, where we found a magnificent 
pavilion of the Moorish style, 1500 
feet long and 200 feet wide, with a 
tower 130 feet high, costing $350, 
000; containing numberless small 
bath’ rooms, with fresh water shower 
to use after bathing in the salt sea, 
it was a great novelty, unlike all 
other experiences. One floats readi¬ 
ly‘and so buoyantly that care has to 
be used to keep the head well poised 
and tipped forward or the wrong end 
goes down. One could almost give 
Mrs. Lot points, so completely il one 
salted. 

J madfe a call on one of the leaders, 
a man of seventy-five years, very 
genial and a fine conversationlist, 
the husband of five wives- and father 
of twenty-two children. I met one 
of the five. -I found her a sincere 
and earnest woman, having a son in 
Japan as a missionary. His photo¬ 
graph in Japanese costume was 
shown me. 

I mentioned that I was intending 
to call on Rev. Mr, Eddy, a Uni¬ 
tarian minister. He said, “I think 
God will forgive me if I bring two 
heretics together,” so. we drove over, 
but found he Was but of town,
